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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To obtain an optical recording medium whose durability is 
excellent, whose reliability is high and which can be manufactured at low costs by a 
method wherein a light-reflecting layer is constituted of a thij^met^^^e^jtnd of a 
silver reflective layer. r "~ - 

SOLUTION: An optical recording medium is constituted in such a way that a light-absorbing 
layer which contains an organic pigment, a thin metal layer, a silver reflective layer 
and a protective layer are laminated sequentially on a transparent substrate. 
Alternatively, an optical recording medium is constituted in such a way that: a 
light-absorbing layer which contains an organic pigment, a thin metal, layer, a silver 
reflective layer, a metal layer .and a protective layer are laminated sequentially on a 
transparent substrate. It is desirable that, in the optical recording medium, the thin 
metal layer is a metal layer whose film thickness is at 0.1 to 5n m and which i s ( composed 
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
